Ijeclsd1 by Italy, which announces its 
(purpose to protect its interests and 
'its dignity in its own way; relying no 
cnger on Ottoman promises. 


In the note Italy announced her in- 


tention to occupy Tripoli and Cyrene, 
addressed by the Italian ..foreign min- 
ster to the Italian charge -d'affaireb 
al Conslanlinople. This note is sup 
posed to have been prepared some- 
time during Tuesday night, but the 
exact hour 
of its 
delivery to the 


Porte is not revealed. 


The communication, while leaving 


no opportunity for hegotialions over 
Ihe facl of occupalion, is an ultima, 
turn in lhat il demands thai Ihe 
Turkish governmenl reply within 
hours, declaring lhat il will nol op- 
pose Ihe measures 
which llaly has 


adopled to'effect the solution of Hie 
difficulty which it considers necea 
sary. In the absence of such a reply, 
Italy will proceed immediately, "with 
measures destined to assure the oc 
cupation." 


Text of the Italian Note.
